SLate should appropriate a considerable gum of money, with a view to 
bus tain the Institution, 

A majority of the patients now In the Hospital are the helpless wivea 
I and children of ioldiers of the United States who are now absent, aod suffer 
i iog refugees who have come wiihin the lines. 

To maintain this Institution during the coming year, to enable I 
continue to dispense Ita incalculable b bo preserve its valuable 

buildings from decay, and to render thera fit far the purposes for which they 
were originally designed, will require an appropriation from the State of at 
least $100,000. 

This demand, it is confidently hoped, will be promptly met by the 
Legislature. To permit this the noblest charity In onr midst to perish for 
want of the sustaining arm of the Legislature, would be a lasting reproach 
to the State and our people,
